Chapter  Summaries 

Chapter  8:  A  Crest  for  a  Landform 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  80  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  deals  with  the  symbols  of  Alberta:  the  shield,  coat  of  arms,  and  motto.  Following  this,  the  student 
designs  a  shield  for  an  Alberta  landform  using  the  provincial  shield  for  a  template. 

Instructional  Strategies 

If  you  have  them,  play  the  songs  about  Alberta  while  the  student  traces  the  family's  route  on  the  map  of 
Alberta.  Help  the  student  as  needed  with  tracing  the  route. 

Talk  about  the  features  on  Alberta's  shield  and  coat  of  arms  and  what  they  represent. 

The  student  is  to  design  a  shield  for  one  of  the  landforms  in  Alberta.  After  the  student  selects  a  landform,  ask 
why  he  or  she  chose  it.  Discuss  the  characteristics  of  the  landform  with  the  student.  These  include  physical 
features  like  rivers,  lakes,  and  other  landforms;  natural  resources;  wildlife;  vegetation;  climate;  recreational 
activities;  and  events.  Help  the  student  as  needed  in  deciding  what  could  go  on  the  shield. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  8  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  9B. 

Beyond  the  Story 

This  chapter  includes  an  optional  Beyond  the  Story  activity.  Assist  the  student  as  needed  to  find  the  Ijrics  for 
the  songs  "Four  Strong  Winds"  and  "Alberta  Bound." 

Chapter  9:  Budding  Artists— Farms  Past  and  Present 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  80  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

This  chapter  reviews  the  Great  Depression  and  what  life  was  like  on  farms  in  the  1930s.  The  student  then 
draws  a  farm  from  this  period.  Afterwards,  the  student  draws  a  farm  in  modern  times  and  compares  life  on  a 
farm  now  with  life  on  a  farm  during  the  Great  Depression. 

Instructional  Strategies 

In  Chapters  12  and  13  of  Module  3,  the  student  learned  about  the  Great  Depression.  Review  life  on  a  farm 
during  that  time  period  with  the  student.  Discuss  how  difficult  life  was  for  many  people,  and  farmers  in 
particular.  Your  discussion  may  include  the  stock  market  crash,  which  caused  the  price  of  wheat  to  fall  to 
below  the  cost  of  the  seed;  terrible  weather,  such  as  hailstorms,  drought,  and  dust  storms;  and  grasshopper 
and  Russian  thistle  infestations.  All  this  led  to  crop  devastation  and  livestock  death.  In  addition,  with  severe 
unemployment  in  urban  areas,  farmers  couldn't  get  jobs  to  earn  money. 

The  student  will  draw  a  picture  of  what  a  farm  looked  like  in  the  1930s.  Talk  about  what  the  student  can 
include  in  the  picture  to  make  it  look  like  a  farm  in  the  time  of  the  Great  Depression. 
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Obtain  copies  of  For  Our  Children,  by  Peter  Shostak,  and  Who  Has  Seen  the  Wind,  by  W.  O.  Mitchell,  to  view 
images  of  early  life  on  the  prairies. 

Chapter  14  of  Module  3  talked  about  advances  in  farming  methods.  Review  how  and  why  farms  changed  after 
the  Great  Depression  ended.  For  example,  as  a  result  of  the  drought,  farmers  developed  ways  of  improving  soil 
and  retaining  soil  moisture,  including  summer  fallowing,  strip  farming,  planting  trees  as  shelter  to  break  the 
wind,  crop  rotation,  and  using  artificial  fertilizer.  Farmers  also  began  planting  new  crops,  like  rye,  oats,  flax, 
peas,  and  alfalfa.  Livestock  was  back  in  demand.  Bacon  became  very  popular,  resulting  in  a  rapid  growth  in  the 
hog  industry.  Since  World  War  II,  new  technological  developments  in  farm  machinery  made  farming  easier. 

The  student  may  look  for  more  information  and  pictures  about  modern  farming  on  the  Internet,  in  encyclopedias 
or  reference  books,  and  at  the  local  library. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  9  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  9B. 

Chapter  10:  Fossil  Fuels — A  Radio  Broadcast 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  80  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  student  reviews  fossil  fuels  and  their  impact  on  life  in  Alberta.  The  student  then  makes  an 
audio  recording  of  a  news  item  about  fossil  fuels. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Discuss  the  best  place  to  find  out  what  is  happening  in  the  oil  and  natural  gas  industries  right  now — 
newspapers,  news  magazines,  online  newspapers,  and  the  Internet. 

The  student  will  research  an  article  about  a  fossil-fuel  industry  in  Alberta.  Have  available  magazines  published 
in  Alberta,  national  publications  (such  as  Macleans),  and  local  and  provincial  newspapers.  Help  the  student  find 
articles  on  the  Internet  by  typing  the  URLs  and  keywords  listed  in  the  chapter  in  a  search  engine. 

You  may  wish  to  access  the  Electric  Library  Canada  Elementary  search  engine,  which  is  part  of  the  Online 
Reference  Centre  of  the  LearnAlberta.ca  website.  A  user  name  and  password  are  available  from  your  school 
administration  or  jurisdictional  technical  consultant.  This  search  engine  may  be  used  to  find  a  variety  of 
selected  resources  that  are  at  an  appropriate  reading  level  for  your  student.  Results  include  a  Lexile  score  (and 
may  be  sorted  by  such),  which  is  used  to  determine  the  reading  level  of  the  resources  listed.  The  range 
of  a  particular  grade's  Lexile  score  may  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  grade  level  by  100  (lower  end)  and 
adding  an  additional  500  to  this  total  (upper  end).  Using  grade  4  as  an  example,  you  would  get  a  lower  level  of 
4  X  100  =  400  and  an  upper  level  of  400  +  500  =  900.  Therefore,  Lexile  reading  levels  for  grade  4  students  should 
range  from  400  to  900. 

The  news  item  may  be  about  anything  related  to  the  energy  industries.  Help  the  student  make  notes,  write  a 
summary  of  the  article  in  point  form,  and  include  answers  to  the  questions  posed  in  the  chapter. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  10  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  9B. 

The  student  will  read  the  summary  as  a  newscast  in  the  assignment  for  this  chapter.  Help  the  student  with  the 
newscast:  edit  the  article  summary;  ensure  the  first  line  includes  the  student's  name,  name  of  the  community, 
and  date;  listen  to  the  student  read  the  summary  aloud  and  comment  on  it;  and  ensure  the  recording  goes 
smoothly.  When  the  student  sends  in  the  recording,  ensure  that  the  article  and  written  summary  are  included 
with  it. 
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Chapter  11:  The  Best  Place  in  the  Whole  Wide  World 


This  chapter  should  take  approximately  80  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

In  this  chapter  the  student  reviews  what  he  or  she  has  learned  about  Alberta  and  creates  a  poster  about  the 
province. 

Instructional  Strategies 

Talk  about  the  landforms  and  natural  regions  in  Alberta  and  their  characteristics.  The  student  should  think 
of  several  for  each  landform  and  region.  Have  him  or  her  jot  notes  about  the  physical  features  (rivers,  lakes, 
hoodoos,  mountains,  hills,  deltas);  natural  resources;  climate;  wildlife;  vegetation;  environmental  impacts  on 
the  landscape  caused  by  mining,  logging,  damming,  and  clearcutting;  national  parks,  provincial  parks,  and 
protected  areas;  celebrations,  festivals,  events;  and  recreational  opportunities  of  each  one.  The  landforms 
and  natural  regions  are  the  Canadian  Shield,  the  boreal  forest,  the  parkland,  grasslands,  the  foothills,  and  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  The  alpine/subalpine/montane  vegetation  region  is  not  included  in  this  activity. 

At  the  end  of  the  chapter,  direct  the  student  to  the  Chapter  1 1  Assignment  in  Assignment  Booklet  9B. 

Help  the  student  draw  an  outline  of  Alberta  and  the  landforms  and  natural  regions  on  large  poster  paper. 

Ensure  the  student  includes  a  caption  explaining  what  each  picture  or  drawing  represents.  The  student 
may  type  the  captions  on  the  computer,  print  them,  and  then  cut  and  paste  them  on  the  poster  under  the 
corresponding  picture  or  drawing. 

After  the  student  finishes  the  poster,  have  him  or  her  give  a  presentation  about  it  to  you  and  family  members. 
The  student  should  talk  about  each  landform  and  natural  region  and  describe  each  of  the  pictures  or 
drawings. 

Chapter  12:  A  Last  Goodbye 

This  chapter  should  take  approximately  20  minutes  to  complete. 

Objective 

The  twins  bid  farewell  to  their  grandparents  in  Lethbridge  and  return  safely  to  their  family  in  Shanghai. 

Instructional  Strategies 

The  explanation  of  the  International  Date  Line  may  require  further  clarification.  180°  longitude  was  chosen  as 
the  location  where  the  day  would  change  on  Earth.  This  meridian  was  selected  because  it  travels  primarily 
through  water.  Where  it  does  pass  through  island  chains  (for  example  the  Kiribati,  Aleutian,  and  Fiji  Islands) 
or  land  masses,  the  Date  Line  deviates  from  180°  accordingly.  By  convention,  if  you  cross  the  International 
Date  Line  travelling  westward,  add  a  day;  and  if  you  cross  the  Date  Line  travelling  eastward,  subtract  a  day. 

Explain  that  in  spite  of  leaving  Lethbridge  early  in  the  morning  on  Sunday  and  travelling  for  15  hours,  they 
arrive  in  Shanghai  later  on  Monday  because  they  cross  the  International  Date  Line  travelling  westward.

5.  Gather  the  notes  you  made  about  the  article.  Summarize  the  article,  making 
^  sure  you  include  all  the  information  from  your  notes.  Your  summary  must 

include  the  answers  to  the  questions  listed  in  Chapter  10. 

Try  to  include  one  or  more  points  from  each  paragraph  in  the  article.  Write 
a  rough  draft  of  your  summary.  Ask  your  home  instructor  to  help  you 
edit  it.  Make  sure  you  write  in  complete  sentences  and  watch  for  correct 
punctuation  and  spelling. 

Include  your  name,  the  name  of  your  community,  and  the  date  of  recording  at 
the  beginning  of  your  summary.  For  example,  this  is  how  your  first  sentence 
could  read:  This  is  (your  name),  reporting  to  you  live  from  (name  of  your 
community)  on  (the  date). 
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After  you  finish  your  summary,  practise  reading  it  aloud  several  times.  Read 
with  expression.  Try  to  sound  like  a  news  announcer  on  the  radio.  When 
you  can  read  your  summary  without  hesitation  and  with  expression,  read  it 
to  your  home  instructor.  He  or  she  may  have  some  good  advice  to  help  you 
make  it  even  better.  Then  practise  reading  it  aloud  several  more  times. 

When  you're  ready,  record  your  news  report.  Listen  to  your  recording.  If  it 
doesn't  sound  right,  record  it  again. 

When  you  are  satisfied  with  your  recording,  include  the  article  and  your 
summary  along  with  the  tape.  You  will  send  them  to  your  teacher  when  you 
submit  this  Assignment  Booklet.

Ask  your  home  instructor  to  help  you  draw  an  outline  of  Alberta  on  poster 
paper  with  a  black  marker.  He  or  she  may  also  help  you  draw  in  the  following 
landforms  and  natural  regions:  the  Canadian  Shield,  the  boreal  forest,  the 
parkland,  the  grasslands,  the  foothills,  and  the  Rocky  Mountains.  After  the 
landforms  and  natural  regions  are  drawn  in,  label  each  one.  You  will  have  six 
sections  on  your  map. 

Brainstorm  ideas  for  your  poster.  Think  about  each  landform  or  natural  region 
and  what  is  unique  or  special  about  each  one.  In  each  section  on  the  map 
of  Alberta,  put  in  three  pictures,  photographs,  or  drawings  of  something  that 
represents  it.  For  example,  in  the  grasslands  region  you  can  put  a  picture  or 
drawing  of  a  dinosaur  or  the  Royal  Tyrrell  Museum  to  represent  that  area's 
special  fossil  presence,  or  a  picture  of  the  hoodoos  to  show  Alberta's  unique 
geology.  (Since  the  Canadian  Shield  is  so  small,  your  pictures  may  overlap 
into  the  boreal  forest  region.)  Altogether  you  will  have  a  total  of  18  pictures  or 
drawings  representing  the  six  different  areas. 

Look  through  magazines,  newspapers,  travel  brochures,  and  pamphlets  for 
pictures  that  show  scenes  of  events,  physical  features,  landscapes,  farms, 
ranches,  recreational  activities,  natural  resource  development,  environmental  or 
habitat  damage,  wildlife,  vegetation,  and  other  things  that  are  special  or  unique 
to  each  area.  You  may  also  use  photographs  you  or  your  family  have  taken  in 
Alberta.  If  you  have  extras,  use  them  on  your  poster. 

After  you  decide  what  pictures  or  drawings  will  go  into  each  section  of  the 
poster,  arrange  how  they  would  look  best,  then  paste  or  draw  and  colour 
them  in.
